What Evers lacked in size— he 


weighted only 130 pounds at the 
peak of his career—he made up in 
aggressive playing afield as part of

The smooth working 
trio, Joe Tinker at shortstop, and 
Frank Chance at first, 
broke the 


hearts o£ many opponents with the 
lightning double plays.

footed gait must be taught 10 cor- 
rect this tendency after they have 
been fitted with proper shoes. In 
walking flat -footed, tne child turns 
his toes out. Shifting his 
weight 
from one foot to the other causes 
his body to sag. 


Dr. Emil D. VV. Hauser believe 
the best way to overcome this walk- 
ing difficulty is for a physician to 
analyze the child's gait and then 
give him a demonstration of the 
way he walks. It is advisaole to 
exaggerate the gait in 
order 
to 
drive the lesson home. 


Flat - footed children should be 
taught to walk with an exaggerat- 
ed normal gait. In the beginning 
the exercises can be done lor five 
minutes at a time and later stret- 
ched to 15 or 30 minutes. Exagger- 
ation of normal gait is continued 
until the child has corrected 
the 
difficulty. 
During practice 
ses- 
sions Doctor Hauser also recom- 
mends carrying a sand bag on the 
head to help hold the body erect. 
In a normal walking gait, 
Ihe 
heel acts as a lever and the great 
toe pushes the body forward. The 
foot is never flat on the 
ground 
when walking, and the heel 
and 
loe of the same foot are never on 
the ground at the same time.

The burden of" proving Invalidity of

footed gait must be taught 10 cor- 
rect this tendency after they have 
been fitted with proper shoes. In 
walking flat -footed, tne child turns 
his toes out. Shifting his 
weight 
from one foot to the other causes 
his body to sag. 


Dr. Emil D. VV. Hauser believe 
the best way to overcome this walk- 
ing difficulty is for a physician to 
analyze the child's gait and then 
give him a demonstration of the 
way he walks. It is advisaole to 
exaggerate the gait in 
order 
to 
drive the lesson home. 


Flat - footed children should be 
taught to walk with an exaggerat- 
ed normal gait. In the beginning 
the exercises can be done lor five 
minutes at a time and later stret- 
ched to 15 or 30 minutes. Exagger- 
ation of normal gait is continued 
until the child has corrected 
the 
difficulty. 
During practice 
ses- 
sions Doctor Hauser also recom- 
mends carrying a sand bag on the 
head to help hold the body erect. 
In a normal walking gait, 
Ihe 
heel acts as a lever and the great 
toe pushes the body forward. The 
foot is never flat on the 
ground 
when walking, and the heel 
and 
loe of the same foot are never on 
the ground at the same time.

footed gait must be taught 10 cor- 
rect this tendency after they have 
been fitted with proper shoes. In 
walking flat -footed, tne child turns 
his toes out. Shifting his 
weight 
from one foot to the other causes 
his body to sag. 


Dr. Emil D. VV. Hauser believe 
the best way to overcome this walk- 
ing difficulty is for a physician to 
analyze the child's gait and then 
give him a demonstration of the 
way he walks. It is advisaole to 
exaggerate the gait in 
order 
to 
drive the lesson home. 


Flat - footed children should be 
taught to walk with an exaggerat- 
ed normal gait. In the beginning 
the exercises can be done lor five 
minutes at a time and later stret- 
ched to 15 or 30 minutes. Exagger- 
ation of normal gait is continued 
until the child has corrected 
the 
difficulty. 
During practice 
ses- 
sions Doctor Hauser also recom- 
mends carrying a sand bag on the 
head to help hold the body erect. 
In a normal walking gait, 
Ihe 
heel acts as a lever and the great 
toe pushes the body forward. The 
foot is never flat on the

Now is a good time to make 


some .of those "gadgets" needed 
lor pleasant and efficient sewing 


If you have trouble keeping y-jur 


pins handy Miss Mary Dixon, homo 
demonstration agent of Hcmpslead 
comity suggests a wrist pin cushion 
or a rectangular one to pin to the 
front of your dres. This is the wav 
to make them: 


For the wrist pin cushion, vut 


an oval piece of cardboard 2 3/4 
inches by iya inches. Cut an oval 
piece of cloth (loosely woven wool 
is best) at least 31/2 inches by 
5 


inches and make a row of stitch- 
ing around the outer edge so that 
it can be drawn up around card- 
board. 
Place a small bunch of 


clean corded wool or tiny clippings 
of wool cloth on the oval piece 
of cloth, next place the cardboard 
on iop then draw up the gathering 
thread until the cloth covers the 
cardboard. Draw the gathered ed- 
ges together by overcasting them. 
Cover 
the 
unclt.'rsidc 
\vffth 
a 


piece, of lining cloth, then sow 
two strips of clastic, to the longer 
sides of the pin cushion to form 
loops that can be slipped over the 
arm. Presto, your pins are always 
at your finger tips. 


If you prefer a pin cushion to 


fasten to the .front of your dress,

Philippine defenses before Pearl 


Harbor included the Commonwealth 
army of the Philippines, composed 
of some 90,000 Filipinos, and 12 - 
000 Philippine Scouts, Filipinos who 
had enlisted in the regular U. S 
Army. 


Commonwealth Army's Role 
In July, 1941, President Rcosevelt 
ordered the Commonwealth Army 
into the U. S. armed forces. It suf- 
fered heavy casualties, and most 
of its records were lost. 


After the surrender of Bataan, 


guerilla warfare continued on many 
ot the islands. Much of it was dis- 
organized and unofficial, and some 
of its doubtful value. Certain guer- 
lilla units, however, were under the 
direct command—through . secret 
channels— of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 


Now the VA Philippines staff of 


400 is engaged in the mammoth 
task of helping to determine which 
Filipinos are entitled to what bene- 
fits.

Now is a good time to make 


some .of those "gadgets" needed 
lor pleasant and efficient sewing 


If you have trouble keeping y-jur 


pins handy Miss Mary Dixon, homo 
demonstration agent of Hcmpslead 
comity suggests a wrist pin cushion 
or a rectangular one to pin to the 
front of your dres. This is the wav 
to make them: 


For the wrist pin cushion, vut 


an oval piece of cardboard 2 3/4 
inches by iya inches. Cut an oval 
piece of cloth (loosely woven wool 
is best) at least 31/2 inches by 
5 


inches and make a row of stitch- 
ing around the outer edge so that 
it can be drawn up around card- 
board. 
Place a small bunch of 


clean corded wool or tiny clippings 
of wool cloth on the oval piece 
of cloth, next place the cardboard 
on iop then draw up the gathering 
thread until the cloth covers the 
cardboard.

Washington—A million headaches

Philippine defenses before Pearl 


Harbor included the Commonwealth 
army of the Philippines, composed 
of some 90,000 Filipinos, and 12 - 
000 Philippine Scouts, Filipinos who 
had enlisted in the regular U. S 
Army. 


Commonwealth Army's Role 
In July, 1941, President Rcosevelt 
ordered the Commonwealth Army 
into the U. S. armed forces. It suf- 
fered heavy casualties, and most 
of its records were lost. 


After the surrender of Bataan, 


guerilla warfare continued on many 
ot the islands. Much of it was dis- 
organized and unofficial, and some 
of its doubtful value. Certain guer- 
lilla units, however, were under the 
direct command—through . secret 
channels— of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 


Now the VA Philippines staff of 


400 is engaged in the mammoth 
task of helping to determine which 
Filipinos are entitled to what bene- 
fits. The U. S. Congress lias ruled 
that the 12,001) scouts are entitled 
to all benefits available to other j 
American veterans residing perma- 
nently in foreign countries.

If you have trouble keeping y-jur 


pins handy Miss Mary Dixon, homo 
demonstration agent of Hcmpslead 
comity suggests a wrist pin cushion 
or a rectangular one to pin to the 
front of your dres.

Philippine defenses before Pearl 


Harbor included the Commonwealth 
army of the Philippines, composed 
of some 90,000 Filipinos, and 12 - 
000 Philippine Scouts, Filipinos who 
had enlisted in the regular U. S 
Army. 


Commonwealth Army's Role 
In July, 1941, President Rcosevelt 
ordered the Commonwealth Army 
into the U. S. armed forces. It suf- 
fered heavy casualties, and most 
of its records were lost. 


After the surrender of Bataan, 


guerilla warfare continued on many 
ot the islands. Much of it was dis- 
organized and unofficial, and some 
of its doubtful value. Certain guer- 
lilla units, however, were under the 
direct command—through . secret 
channels— of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 


Now the VA Philippines staff of 


400 is engaged in the mammoth 
task of helping to determine which 
Filipinos are entitled to what bene- 
fits.

Now is a good time to make 


some .of those "gadgets" needed 
lor pleasant and efficient sewing 


If you have trouble keeping y-jur 


pins handy Miss Mary Dixon, homo 
demonstration agent of Hcmpslead 
comity suggests a wrist pin cushion 
or a rectangular one to pin to the 
front of your dres. This is the wav 
to make them: 


For the wrist pin cushion, vut 


an oval piece of cardboard 2 3/4 
inches by iya inches. Cut an oval 
piece of cloth (loosely woven wool 
is best) at least 31/2 inches by 
5 


inches and make a row of stitch- 
ing around the outer edge so that 
it can be drawn up around card- 
board. 
Place a small bunch of 


clean corded wool or tiny clippings 
of wool cloth on the oval piece 
of cloth, next place the cardboard 
on iop then draw up the gathering 
thread until the cloth covers the 
cardboard.

Washington—A million headaches 
more or less, confront the Veter- 
ans Administration (VA) in

Philippines.

Who were the Philippine Scouts 
and who were the members of the 
Commonwealth Army? 


What is the position of the VA 


with relation to the new Republic 
of the Philippines? 


Philippine defenses before Pearl 


Harbor included the Commonwealth 
army of the Philippines, composed 
of some 90,000 Filipinos, and 12 - 
000 Philippine Scouts, Filipinos who 
had enlisted in the regular U. S 
Army. 


Commonwealth Army's Role 
In July, 1941, President Rcosevelt 
ordered the Commonwealth Army 
into the U. S. armed forces. It suf- 
fered heavy casualties, and most 
of its records were lost. 


After the surrender of Bataan, 


guerilla warfare continued on many 
ot the islands. Much of it was dis- 
organized and unofficial, and some 
of its doubtful value. Certain guer- 
lilla units, however, were under the 
direct command—through . secret 
channels— of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 


Now the VA Philippines staff of 


400 is engaged in the mammoth 
task of helping to determine which 
Filipinos are entitled to what bene- 
fits. The U. S. Congress lias ruled 
that the 12,001) scouts are entitled 
to all benefits available to other j 
American veterans residing perma- 
nently in foreign countries.
